OCAL politicians are busy

ernor’s list includes the 
following places: Coal Ou 
Inspectors for St. Louis, Han- 


nibal, St. Joseph, Kansas 
City, Springfield, and some smaller dis- 
tributing points; four Police Com- 


missioners for St. Louis; Warden of the 
Penitentiary; Insurance Commissioner, Re- 
corder of Voters for St. Louts, Adjutant-Gen- 
eral and Labor Commissioner, and two Police 
Commissioners for Kansas City. 

Owing to a peculiar wording of the law the 
Governor cannot remove any of the present 
incumbents holding commissions extending 
over next January except the members of the 
Board of Police Commissioners of this city. 
Coal Oil Inspector Baggott has a commission 
which does not expire until next June. Re- 
corder Williams’ commission runs for two 
years. It is very probable that the new Gov- 
ernor will be presented with the resignations 
of the Police Commissioners, who might hold 
over if they wished to wait for removal. 
The policies of Vice-President Blair and the 
Mayor have long been at variance. Recorder 
Williams several months ago expressed his 
intention of resigning to devote himeelif to his 
private business, which suffered from his ab- 


sence. The proposition made by Republi- 
cans to exert themselves to retain bim 
in office will hardly prove welcome to the 
Recorder, who does not desire any partisan 
recognition. 

It is said that Chairman Mamtt of the State 
Committee will push the claims of Coogress- 
ional Comm itteeman Andrew F. Blong for the 
Recorder’s place if Mr. Williams resigns. 

IN THE LOCAL OFFICES. 

Thirty-three Deputy Sneriffs under Mr. Har- 
rington are figuring ona change of employ- 
ment.

THE PRESIDENT’S TERM. | 


AN ALLEGED STRONG AND GENERAL DESIRE 
FOB ITS EXTENSION. 


Shrinkage of Business During the Presiden- 
tial Campaign Estimated at $500,000,- 
000—Mr. Depew’s Views—Proposed Re- 
vival of the Repablican Organ at Wash- 
ingten—Carlisle’s Probable Defeat. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

NEW YORK, November 438.—The shadow of 
a great national question which concerns 
every man, woman and child in the country 
begins to make itself visible. As a result of 
the stupendous loss inflicted upon the busi- 
ness of the United States through the great 
political struggle whick ended in the election 
ef Benjamin Harrison, a strong and general 
desire for an extension of the President’s 
term of office has sprung up. It is said by 
those competent to form an estimate that the 
shrinkage in the internal commerce and indus- 
tries of the United States in the 
past four months, which can de traced 
to apprehension, excitement and other 
conditions dependent upon the presidential 
campaign, amounts to not less than $500,000, - 
000. This is not a guess, but is an estimate made 
by several eminent observers, one of whom is 
Chauncey M. Depew. Mr. Depew reckons the 
internal business of the country for four 
months at about $5,000,000,000 and is satisfied 
that there bas been a loss of 10 per cent during 
the four months of the national contest. That 
is what it costs to hold a presidential election, 
outside of the immense ums spent directly in 
politics. Is it not time in the interests of the 
people to make these costly struggles less fre- 
quent? Shall the President's term be extended 
to six, seven or eight years?

JUDGE DENNY’S BREAK. 


CHINA'S DEMAND FOR THE REMOVAL OF 
COREA’S ADVISER. 


The Judge Writes a Letter Abusing the 
Chinese—Charges That He Had an Eye 
to the Main Chance—The Alleged Suub- 
bing of Mrs. Cleveland—Bond Offerings 
— Washington News. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaTcH. 
WASHINGTON, D. O., November 13.—Judge 
O.N. Denny, the American adviser to the 
King of Corea, is in trouble. Judge Denny 
formerly occupied the position of United 
States Consul-General at Shanghai. He was 
appointed from Oregon and is widely known 
on the Pacific Coast. During the Arthur Ad- 
ministration Judge Denny found himself out 
ofa job. The Oorean King about that time 
was looking for a competent person to act as 
his own legal adviser. He preferred an Amer- 
ican, inasmuch as Americaisthe only first- 
class power which is not intriguing for ad- 
vantage in the East, and the representative 
thus chosen, being free from all entangling 
alliances, would be the most fitting se- 


lection that could be made. The 
Chinese Government was anxious 
that Judge Denny should accept the 


place, which, without much solicitation, he 
did. The salary was $18,000 a year, while the 
rank and dignity conferred were second only 
to those of his royal master. Things ran 
smoothly for a while, butin an evil moment 
Judge Denny committed the folly of writing a 
letter to Senator Mitchell of Oregon. It was 
a very voluminous document. It was filled 
with abuse of China and Chinese officials. It 


related with great substantiality an infamous 
plot on the partof Li Hung Chang, the Chi- 
nese Viceroy, to murder the Corean King and 
install as regerita man who would serve as 
the pliant tool of the Pekin Government. 

The letter proved conclusively, from the 
writer’s standpoint at least, that Corea, as far 
from being a vassal of Chine, was in reality 
quite as independent as Japan. Ali these and 
many other things equally irritating to the 
Chinese the letter included. On the 4th of 
last August the newspapers pri a two- 
column abstract of the letter. Some of the 
papers found their way to China, through the 
slow course of the mails and created, as might 
have been expected, a genuin® sensation. 
Yesterday the telegraph announced that Li 
Hung Chang, who came in for so large a share 
of the American adviser’s abuse, has 
demanded of the Corean Kin Judge 
Denny’s dismissal. Itis said at the State De- 
partment, where the matter seems to be thor- 
oughly understood, that the Viceroy’s request 
will be speedily complied with, if this has not 
already been done. The Corgans, if the State 
Department advices are correct, are already 
dissatisfied with Judge Denny. The story 
which reaches bere through diplomatic chan- 
nels isthat he has used his position to in- 
gratiate himself with the Russian Govern- 
ment,for whom be has secured an important 
trading concession along the northern frontier 
of Corea. Other evidences of the Judge’s 
desire to advance his personal interests have 
also come to light at various periods, and 
the Viceroy’s demand will furnish the 
Coreans the opportunity for which they 
have so long been walting to rid themselves 
of him. But for hie unfortunate letter Judge 
Denny might have remained secure in his 
present place for years. The understanding 
at the State Department is that Mr. Hugh A. 
Dinsmore, the American Minister to Corea, 
will be selected to succeed Judge Denny. Mr. 
Dinsmore was appointed from Arkansas by the 
present Administration.

The ‘‘within five years after the adoption of 
the Constitution“ provision in the above law 
was acted upon by the Legislature of 1879, the 
Constitution having been adopted in 1876, and 
was the last revision of the statutes. While 
the Legislature is not bound by any law, 
human or divine, and is superior to State laws 
as the creator of them, yet the revision will 
unquestionably be made as directed by the 
State Constitution. 

The authority of the Legislature in the re. 
vision is unbounded, and their work is practi. 
cally a re-enactment of a great number of the 
statutes. The object sont to be accom.

THE PROBLEM 

which the board has to decide is a difficult 
one. It is believed by many, including my- 
self, that the selection of the site was un- 


fortunate, but the lot has been purchased, and 
the board must deal with the existing situa- 
tion. It is clear, however, that it is impossible 
for the board, in the condition of its finances, 
to complete the building according to the 
present plan, and demands for the extension 
of the district schoni system to meet the 
existing and prospective wants of the 
city put its consideration out of the 
question. Whether the existing foundation 
could be utilized in erecting a building on an- 
other plan within the means of the board (if 
the objections to the siteshould not be deemed 
insuperable), would require determination. 
Tue buildings now used for the High School 
and Normal School, belonging tothe board, 
could be made available toward meeting the 
expense of providing a new buliding, and if 
it was concluded not to erect on the present 
site, that also could be sold and the proceeds 
utiliged for the same purpose, 
In this connection, however, the board 
shoulg see that the High School is kept within 
manageable limits of expense. The expendi-

The Great Goed Fortune that Has Befallen 


Miss Patti, Whe Will Inherit the Famous 
Singer’s Millions—Suddenly Raised from 
Humble Life te a Home ef Luxury—How 
Mme. Patti Rests from Her Tours. 


Special Correspondence Sunday PosT-DIsPAaTcs. 


New Omas, November 6.—When the 
newspapers announced two years ago that 


Mme. Adelina Patti had determined to adopt 
a neice living In this city every one wondered 
who the fortunate young lady could be. It 
was known that Carlo Patti, brother of the 
diva, bad left a widowand child im New Or- 
jeans, but they had always lived in a secluded 
neighborhood, and very few  peopie 
could answer any questions concerning them. 
When the young lady returned from Craig-y- 
Nos Castle ten days ago the situation had en- 
tirely changed. Those who were not ac- 
quainted with her were anxious to be and 
only those in the neighborhood where she re- 
sided were not aware of her return. 


The Post-DISPATCH correspondent learned 


from a lady who holds a prominent position 
in society and who was so fortunate as to have 
had Miss Carlina at her house to lunch only 
the day before, that the girl resided on Ursu- 
line street, very near Rampart,’’ but she 
had forgotten the number, All the door- 
bells in that section were rung and inquiries 
made in very imperfect French, and often an- 
swered in as bad English, but noone knew 
where the young lady could be found.

ATHLETICS VERSUS GYMNASTICS. 

In the revolution that has taken place dur- 
ing the last decade, Dr. Bryant went on to 
say, the Boston Athletic Club may be fairly 
said to have taken the lead.
